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The  genealogical  data  on  the  Giese— Geesey—Keesey  family  in 
America  presented  in  the  following  pages  has  been  assembled  from 
a  few  old  family  Bibles  and  records,  and  the  public  records  found  in 
the  county  seats  of  York  and  Lancaster  Counties  (York  was  part  o 
Lancaster  County  until  1749),  the  immigration  lists  and  the  Pennsyb 
vania  Archives.  No  progress  has  been  made  in  definitely  establishing 
•  the  lineage  beyond  arrival  of  the  first  Giese  settler  in  America  in 
1741  or  his  ancestors  in  Europe.  This  the  author  hopes  to  follow 
through  when  time  and  finances  permit. 

Presumably  Conrad  Giese  (b.  1718)  could  not  write,  which  was 
an  almost  universal  handicap  at  that  time,  due  to  non-existence  of  free 
public  schools,  but  made  his  mark,  and  spelling  of  his  name  by  clerks 
(phonetically)  on  the  original  immigration  lists  appears,  as  follows: 

Conrad  Gissy — Ship’s  Captain’s  list; 

Conradt  Keyse — Age  23 — Port  of  Entry  List; 

Conradt  Kiesie — Oath  of  Allegiance  List  of  October  2nd,  1741. 

The  author  has  in  his  possession  an  old  family  Bible  containing 
the  dates  of  birth  of  the  first  John  Jacob  Giese  and  his  children,  in 
which  the  name  is  spelled  "Giese  and  the  name  is  spelled  likewise  in 
all  the  early  county  records  excepting  in  a  few  instances  when  it  is 
spelled  "Giesi.” 

Spelling  of  names  throughout  this  book  is  given  exactly  as  found 
in  county  and  family  records,  but  the  author  has  not  yet  definitely 
established  the  reason  for  the  variation  in  spelling. 
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The  given  or  nickname  by  which  each  person  was  known  is 
printed  in  bold-face  type. 

Names  of  children  are  listed  directly  under  the  names  of  their 
father  and  mother,  which  are  joined  by  parentheses. 

Early  records  show  that  the  names  of  some  of  the  close  neighbors 
of  the  York  County  Gieses  were  Inners,  Blymire,  Flinchbaugh  and 
Leicht  (Light). 

The  earliest  members  of  the  family  lived  nearby  and  were  active 
communicants  of  what  has  been  known  for  many  years  as  Blymire’s 
Church,  originally  called  St.  John’s  Reformed  Church,  and  later  com¬ 
bined  with  the  Lutheran  congregation  of  that  territory.  Practically 
all  of  the  first  four  generations  of  Gieses  are  buried  in  the  cemetery 
adjoining,  as  well  as  many  of  later  generations.

While  the  first  wife  of  Conrad  Giese,  Sr.,  was  a  Lancaster  County 
girl  (Maria  Agatha  Whlf),  the  records  indicate  that  he  settled  in 
what  is  now  York  Township,  York  County,  where  he  left  an  estate 
of  120  acres  of  land  valued  at  175  English  pounds.  York  County 
Tax  lists  show  that  he  also  owned  about  that  time  1  house,  1  out' 
house,  3  horned  cattle,  2  sheep,  1  horse. 
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Although  Conrad  Giese,  Sr.,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  in  the 
military  service  during  the  Revolutionary  War  (he  was  then  58  years 
old),  he  seems  to  have  been  actively  interested  in  the  Americans’ 
fight  for  independence  as  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  at  least  three  of 
his  sons  served  in  the  Army.  He  also  turned  over  his  personal  gun 
for  use  of  the  Continentals,  evidenced  by  the  following  quotation 
from  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Colonial  Record,  Volume  16,  page 
160: 

“September  16,  1789 — Supreme  Executive  Council  of  Pennsyb 
vama  read  and  approved  account  of  Conrad  Giese,  Sr.,  of  York 
County,  for  a  gun  taken  from  him  for  public  service  in  the  year 
1776,  when  the  militia  marched  for  Amboy  in  the  State  of  New 
Jersey;  amount  £2-10-0.” 

Pennsylvania  Archives,  Series  6,  Volume  2,  Payroll  of  a  party  of 
York  County  Militia  who  apprehended  and  brought. to  the  Stockade 
Fort  at  York,  British  prisoners  and  deserters,  includes  names  of  Jacob 
Giese,  Conrad  Giesie,  John  Giesie  and  Reinert  (Robert)  Giesie.
